ARMY IN PEIPING 

TIENTSIN (AP)—The Jap¬ 
anese army completed Its con¬ 
quest of northeastern Hopeh pro¬ 
vince Monday while Japanese 
admlnstrators moved slowly to¬ 
ward establishment of a perms- 
nent civil government ln the rich 
Chinese region. 

A Japanese brigade of 3,000 
men marched into the city of 
Peiping Sunday with 50 trucks. 
10 heavy and five light tanks 
and considerable cavalry, took 
the ancient capital of China’s 
Marchu emperors under Its pro¬ 
tection and made it, for all prac¬ 
tical purposes, a Japanese city. 

The Japanese troops, com¬ 
manded by Maj.-Gen. T. Kawabe, 
paraded along the boulevards and 
under arches of triumph that 
proclaimed 


were impressed by the gravity 
with which Japan evidently re¬ 
gards the situation. It was 
pointed out during the Invasion 
of Manchuria tlx years ago Jap¬ 
anese residents were withdrawn 
from only a few places. 
AVOIDING INCIDENTS 

Evacuation, explained a For¬ 
eign Office spokesman, however, 
was prompted by the desire not 
to aggravate the situation since 
any untoward Incident could oc¬ 
cur so long as Isrge Japanese 
communities remained ln ex¬ 
posed positions. They also feared 
another “Tungchow massacre," 
the spokesman said.
